SEASONAL GONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JULY, 1964 


Rainfall: Good soaking rains were experienced in all areas during the month with some particularly heavy falls in Northem 
districts which caused extensive local flooding. The Northwest coastal areas recorded between six and eight inches of rain with 
heavier falls up to ten inches and over in the North West Highlands. The highest rainfall recorded for the month was at Lake Margaret 
(1,680) points) and the lowest at Swansea (100 points). 


Temperatures: All districts experienced below normal temperatures. The coldest day of the month was 17th July when 
temperatures throughout the State were five to ten degrees below normal. The coldest night was recorded on 23rd July when eighteen 
degrees was recorded on the Central Plateau at Lake St. Clair and Shannon. At Hobart on 28rd July a temperature of 30 degrees 
was recorded and on 27th of the month 64 degrees was recorded. 


Rural Conditions: Despite the adverse weather, stock continued to hold their good condition. Hand feeding to stock was 
fairly general. Oat crops showed slow growth and the wet conditions hindered land preparation which delayed the sowing and planting 
of crops such as beans and peas for canning and early crop potatoes.
